This
caused o skirmish in which two solidiera
were wounded,  The Indians who were
camped near where this slarmish took place
moved west to a crecl noar the ageney,
Some anneyance may ocour from this till the
cuvulry returns,

The News at Headguarters,

The nows weeived at headguarters cavsod o
proat deal of exellement and regret. It had
been fondly hoped by all the departmental
officers that the dilficulty would bo avorted
without bloodsbied, espocially a8 the campulgn
seemed to beon theeveof closing, The mun-
nerin which the Indians acted, however, as
deseribed in yosterday's telograms ennsed
some of the Indian fighters to feel that treach.
ery woulidl be practicod whean the troops onme
to the actugl work of disarming them.
These foars have been but too sally renlized
in the denth of at loast one gallant officer and
severn]!  gallant men, though It cannot
be suid that the number of vietims will be
confingd to thoso already mentionod.

The Seventh cavaley i3 the regiment, the
contingent of which dled around Custer in
1876, and the fute of some of its mewbors
now will have an effect upon the survivors
which will not bo at all friendly toward the
hostiles.
